  14   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  15  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  18   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "POSITIVE BEHAVIORAL INTERVENTIONS AND SUPPORT 
  19  PROGRAM" MEANS THE RESEARCH-BASED, SYSTEMS APPROACH METHOD ADOPTED 
  20  BY THE STATE BOARD TO BUILD CAPACITY AMONG SCHOOL STAFF TO ADOPT AND 
  21  SUSTAIN THE USE OF POSITIVE, EFFECTIVE PRACTICES TO CREATE LEARNING 
  22  ENVIRONMENTS WHERE TEACHERS CAN TEACH AND STUDENTS CAN LEARN. 
 
  23   (B) EACH COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION AND THE BOARD OF SCHOOL 
  24  COMMISSIONERS OF BALTIMORE CITY SHALL REQUIRE AN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
  25  THAT HAS A SUSPENSION RATE THAT EXCEEDS 20 PERCENT OF THE ELEMENTARY 
  26  SCHOOL'S ENROLLMENT TO IMPLEMENT A POSITIVE BEHAVIORAL INTERVENTIONS 
  27  AND SUPPORT PROGRAM. 
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   1   (C) THE STATE BOARD SHALL ADOPT REGULATIONS TO IMPLEMENT THE 
   2  PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION. 
 
   3   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 
   4  October 1, 2004.
